I  b eg  to  submit  an  interim  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1941.  The  Registrar  General’s  population  figures  for  the 
year  are  given  as '4,521  -  those  of  the  Food  Office  are  4,200. 
The  former  figures  are  used  for  statistical  purposes. 

Births  showed  a  considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  years,  and  the  birth  rate  o£  14.8  as  against  14.2 
for  England  and  Wales  is  the  first  time^  in  my  experience 
what  the  rate  has  exceeded  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
Deaths  also  showed  a  slight  increase,  but  once  again  for  the 
first  time  for  a  considerable  period  were  less  than  the  births. 
The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  were  45  per  thousand 
and  also  compares  very  favourably  with  59  per  thousand  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  majority  of  people  lived  to  a  ripe  age 
and  this  is  particularly  noticeable  with  the  number  of  aged 
females . 

Infectious  diseases:  A  very  severe  epidemic  of 
measles  occurred  IrPthe  Borough  and  apart  from  101  cases  which 
were  officially  notified  there  were  probably  as  many  others 
which  did  not  receive  official  notification.  Fortunately  no 
deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease.  The  usual  steps  were 
taken  for  preventing  spread,  such  as  isolation  of  contacts^ 
closing,  of  departments  and  so  on,  but  were  not  successful,  and 
the  disease  ran  its  course  in  the  classical  manner. 

No  case  of  diptheria  was  notified  in  the  Town,  and 
this  is  no  exception  in  your  Borough  since  the  very  thorough 
immunization  of  child  population  which  has  been  undertaken  for 
the  last  six  or  seven  years.  The  following  table  shows  a  very 
gratifying  response  to  the  immunization  facilities  afforded  in 
the  Town

General  Provision  of  the  Health  Services  remained 
as  previously,  But  I  would  like  to  mention  wnai  to  mind  is  a 
very  satisfactory  arrangement  as  regards  the  ambulance,  which 
now  been  taken  over  by  the  St.John’s  Ambulance  Brigadeand 
a  St.John’s  Association  nas  been  formed  to  administer  the 
financial  arrangements  of  the  ambulance.  Patients  being 
conveyed  are  now  always  accompanied  by  someone  with jf irst-aid 
training. 

General  inspection  of  the  Borough  has  been 
maintained  and  slight  nuisances  were  discovered  and  abated, 

Once  again  Civil  Defence  arrangements  in  general, 
and  that  of  the  First-Aid  Post  in  particular,  have  absorbed 
a  considerable  amount  of  time,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  frhat 
in  my  opinion  an  effictient  service  now  exists  in  the  Bor£ugh 
to  deal  with  a  state  of  emergency.
